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The first reading of the bill shall be dispensed with. Gen-
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eral debate shall be confined to the bill and shall not ex-
ceed one hour equally divided and controlled by the chair-
man and ranking minority member of the Committee on
Resources. After general debate the bill shall be considered
for amendment under the five-minute rule and shall be
considered as read. At the conclusion of consideration of
the bill for amendment the Committee shall rise and re-
port the bill to the House with such amendments as may
have been adopted.
